Govi rnor Haskell, of Oklahoma, 
after a final hearing in the ease Tues­ 
day evening, denied the requisition of 
Governor Marshall. 
Burrell was promptly rearrested, 
liowever. and the fiirlit will go on. 
The above information was oon- 
veyed in the following telegram sent 
from Oklahoma City Tuesday night 
by Attorney K. 1». Applewhite and 
received

morning 
by 
Charles Bolles, of Brownstown. “ Re­ 
quisition d( nied. Rearrested and un­ 
der bond 1 »r 30 «lays. 
Will be home 
probably tomorrow' for other réquis­ 
ition.” 
It is not known on what 
grounds the requisition was denied, 
but it is thought from the fact that 
Governor .Marshall will be asked for 
another requisition that the refusal 
was on teehnieal grounds. 
This view’ 
is confirmed by the fact that after the 
first hearing Monday evening Has­ 
kell referred the ease to the attorney 
general befqre the final hearing. 
The fear has from the first been ex­ 
pressed that there might be difficulty 
in getting Burrell out of Oklahoma, 
and there have been numerous con­ 
jectures as to what Haskell would do. 
McNemey is known to be influential 
and he has given evidence that lie will 
make a desperate fight to prevent his 
father-in-law’s return.

Wireless telegraphy, which 
first helped in life-saving at sea when 
the steamship Republic suffered a col­ 
lision a year ago last winter, for the 
first time played an important part in 
aeronautical rescue, the Tren t’s atten ­ 
tion having been called to the Ameri­ 
ca’s distress by wireless message. Al­ 
though Wellman had been blown far 
from his course by the winds that be­ 
gan to come out of the northwest Sun­ 
day night, thereby making his an ­ 
nounced plans futile, the flight estab­ 
lishes a world's r e c or de r dirigibles. 
The previous record for dirigibles was 
held by Count Zeppelin, who last year 
flew from Dü sseldorf to Bitterfeld and 
return, a total distance of 840 miles, in 
thirty-eight hours. 
The serious troubles of the airship 
crew began when Wellman and the 
crew noticed tnat so much gas was 
escapin g/from the big bag that the 
balloon 
was 
settling 
toward 
the 
waves. 
To keep from dropping into 
the water it was necessary to throw 
out tank after tank of gasoline, which 
left the airship without fuel for the 
engines.

The ad u lteration of food in Fran ce 
is said to resu lt in a profit of $100,000.- 
000 per year, says Scien tific American . 
Bread , which may be called the n a­ 
tion al food of Fran ce, has lon g been 
ad u lterated largely with talc, a su b­ 
stan ce which is n ot on ly in d igestible, 
bu t Is exceed in gly irritatin g to the 
gastro in testin al mu cou s m em bran e be­ 
cau se of the sharp crystal fragm en ts 
which It con tain s. 
Flou r is often mix­ 
ed with alu m or with potassiu m car 
bon ate to in crease the am ou n t of w ater 
absorbed , with zin c su lphate to fcoep i 
the bread fresh, with copper su lphate 
an d am m on iu m carbon ate, to d im in ish 
the qu an tity of yeast requ ired an d to | 
improv e the appearan ce of bread mad e 
with spoiled flou r. 
D en atu red alcohol, costin g on e-eighth 
the price of pu re alcohol, is u sed for 
the m an u factu re of the liqu eu rs an d 
aperitifs, which are so largely con ­ 
su med 
in 
Fran ce. 
Alcohol,

tu red by the ad d ition of methyl al­ 
cohol, is mixed with an equ al v olu me 


of w ater an d exposed for a few d ays 
to the su n . air an d rain , which rtn v e 
the effect of precipitatin g the methyl 
alcohol so completely th a t Its flav or 
rem ain s barely perceptible.
